‘Need Export Permit 


‘Three Varieties Of Fresh Water Fish 


Now Under Control 


" Three varieties of .fresh-water fish 


—pickerel, whitefish and lake trout— . 
now require an export permit before | 
being shipped from Canada to any 
destination, the trade and commerce 
department announced. 

The order went into effect Jan. 26 
and applies to the fish whether 
“fresh or frozen, filleted or not.” The 
order was requested by the Prices 
Board “because the growing export 
trade in fresh-water fish is begin- 
ning to threaten our domestic sup- 
ply.” . . 

A statement said the aim in *plac- 
ing the fish under export control -was 
not to prohibit their export but to 
provide a “fair and impartial means 
of distributing the benefits of ex- 
port trade among the fishermen and 
companies concerned, help check the 
activities of speculative and irregu- 
lar operators and aid in stabilizing 
market prices for fresh-water fish, 
both in Canada and the United 
States.”

In his own intetests, every vehicle owner is 
asked to apply at once for a new gasoline 
license aad ratiofi coupon book for each of 
his vehicles. ts 


Under the new system, effective April 1, all _ 
commercial vehicles will be rationed. All non- 
commercial vehicles will be granted a basic 


“AA” gasoline license and ration coupon 


book, containing 40 coupons for a passenger 
car, or 16 for a motorcycle. Owners of non- 
commercial vehicles eligible for a special 


“category, who can prove their need, will 


be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the+year ending 
March 31, 1944." 

The extra allowance for a special category 
car will be tailored to meet individual needs. 
In determining this allowance the pre- 


vious category and mileage of the car will. 


not be considered. Instead the vocational 
allowance will be based on two factors: 
(1) The gravity of the oil shortage with which 
Canada is faced, and (2) the importance of 
the vehicle to its owner in a country at war. 


book will contain not more than 60 coupons. 
Only one “Special” book, or portion of such 
book, will be issued at a time, and hence the 
case history of each special category applicant 
will be under constant review. 


Under provisions of the rationing order, 
the Oil Controller will have the right to re- 
fuse any application for a special Category, or 


‘to suspend any ration book for an infraction 


of the regulations. 

Every motor vehicle, other than a motor- 
cycle, must bear on its windshield a sticker 
indicating its category. After April 1, service 
station attendants will not be permitted to 
serve gasoline to a car which does not bear 
thé sticker which corresponds to the ration 
book submitted at the time of the purchase. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration 
coupon book, secure an application, form at 
your nearest Post Office. Study the form and 


‘follow the instructions contained therein, 


When you receive your ration coupon book, 
guard it carefully, It may not be replaced if, 
because of your negligence, it is lost or 
stolen. Do fot leave it in your car; keep it 
on your person at all times:

swine,’ If this policy were adopted 
/\as a general practice by swine breed- 
ers this disease could be effectively

BABY PIG DISEASE

An Estimate Of 
German Losses 
On All Fronts 


Ne-y York.—The New. York Times 
said in a despatch from London 
that. more than 4,000,000 German 
soldiers are estimated to have been 
killed, captured or permanently crip- 
pled so far in this war. 

The figures were assembled by an
